rector of Selective Service. Most 
of the State’s 284 draft boards 
have already started to call up 
these men, he said, and the ma¬ 
jority will be called although 
there is no indication as to how 
long it will take before this 
group has been exhausted.

: Mail To A Soldier 
j Told By War Dept. 

I .Untold thousands of letters, 
packages and papers intended 
for men in toe armed service are 
never delivered because they are 
improperly addressed. So toe War 
Dept, has issued a set of instruc- 
I tions intended for the families 
and friends of soldiers. 

Mail addressed to Army persbn- 
nel serving outside the continen¬ 
tal limits of tlie United States 
should clearly show: 

1— The grade, first name, mid¬ 
dle initial, and last name of toe 
person addressed, followed by 
his Army serial number, if 
known. 

2— The letter or number of the 
company or other similar or¬ 
ganization of which the addressee 
is a member. 

3— The designation of toe regi¬ 
ment or separate battalion, if 
any, to which toe company be¬ 
longs. 

4— The Army post office num¬ 
ber in care of toe appropriate 
Postmaster. 

For example: 

Private John J. E>oe, (Army 
Serial number) 

Company B 
212to Infantry 
APO 801, c-o Postmaster 
San Francisco, California. 

The name and address of toe 
sender should be written in the 
upper left corner of toe envelope, 
and sufficint space should be left I 
to allow for endorsements by for- i 
warding agencies if it is not pos¬ 
sible to deliver the mail at the 
address given. 

Mail addressed to Army per¬ 
sonnel at posts, camps or stations 
within the continental limits of 
toe United States should show 
the same information as pre¬ 
scribed for units outside the con¬ 
tinental United States, except 
that the post office address of 
the post camp or station should 
be u.sed.
